Friday, March 9- About one horror film is re- 
leased every month and more often than not 
they're completely terrible, but this one has at 
least three things going for it.

March 16- It is perfectly normal to be skeptical 
of a movie remake of a 80s TV show starring 
Channing Tatum, but this one might actually 
be pretty great. First of all, it's written by Jonah 
Hill and Michael Bacall, one of the writers 
behind the excellent 2010 adaptation of 
“Scott Pilgrim vs. the World.” It’s also directed 
by Phil Lord and Chris Miller, who made the 
2008 animated film “Cloudy With a Chance of 
Meatballs.” That film showed a level of humor 
which seemed more sophisticated than it 
should have been for a children’s movie. It 

will be interesting to see what they do with 

an R-rated comedy. This will also be a good 
way to test if skinny Jonah Hill is as funny as fat 
Jonah Hill.

March 25 AMC- AMC's critically acclaimed 
and hugely successful drama about an 
advertising agency in the 1960s has been 
gone for almost a year now due to a 
budget conflict with the creator Matthew 
Weiner, which set back production of the 
fifth season. This was made even more 
frustrating by the fact that the show's 
fourth season was arguably the best so far, 
changing up the formula a bit and ending 
with a strange turn of events of the lead 
character Don Draper'’s life. This show put 
AMC on the map and paved the way for 
other fantastic dramas such as “Break- 

ing Bad” and “The Walking Dead.” It will 
be interesting to see what they do with 
this new season and whether or not they 
will address the long break since previous 
season. The show has jumped forward in 
time before, so we'll see what they decide 
to do this time.

Volleyball 


The No. 9-ranked Long Beach State men’s vol- 
leyball team will rely a lot on returning players 
this season with hopes of hoisting the Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation (MPSF) championship. 


The 49ers will be led by senior opposite Jim 
Baughman. The 6-foot-7 senior was tops on the 
team in kills (314), kills per set (3.27) and service 
aces (28) last season. 


Senior middle blocker Ryan Meehan will patrol 
the net for The Beach after a stellar junior cam- 
paign. Meehan ranked second on the team and 
fourth in the MPSF in blocks per set, averaging 
1.16 last season. He also compiled 109 kills on a 
solid .428 hitting percentage. 


Sophomore Connor Olbright will be looking to set 
up his hitters nicely as the season progresses on. 
Olbright appeared in 16 matches as a freshman, 
starting nine of them. The sophomore led the 'Nin- 
ers in assists per set, dishing out 9.58 per frame. 


In recent weeks, a couple of relatively unknown 
49ers have played a major role. Freshman op- 
posite John La Rusch led the ‘Niners to victory 
over then-No. 1 UCLA earlier in the season in just 
his second career start. In that match, La Rusch 
collected a career-high 21 kills on .325 hitting. 


Junior middle blocker Colten Echave, who missed 
all of last season due to injury, came up big for 
LBSU in its win over UC Santa Barbara last week. 
Echave got the start with Meehan out because 
of an injury, and he took full advantage of it, 
picking up 17 kills while committing no errors in 
the 49ers four-set victory.

‘Niners head coach Andy Read said that 
Echave has always had the ability to be a great 
player, but has been battling a lot of injuries."He 
[Echave] is a really good player and it’s been 
about a year since he's been healthy,” he said. 
“He's healthy now, and felt great being out 
there." 


Baseball 


The Long Beach State Dirtbags are poised to 
return to the top of the Big West conference 
standings in 2012. 


Despite losing three players to the Major League 


Baseball draft, including pitcher Andrew Gagnon, 


and infielders Kirk Singer and Mike Marjama, LBSU 
is returning 22 players from last years’ roster — 
many of whom are expected to see significant 
playing time this season. “Those [drafted] players 
were big for us," Dirtbags head coach Troy 
Buckley said. “But we have returning players who 
have been through the rigors of a full season.” 


This squad has plenty of firepower to contend 
with Cal State Fullerton and UC Irvine as one of 
the top teams in the conference. Sophomore first 
baseman Ino Patron will provide the power at 
the plate. He led the Dirtbags in both home runs 
(3) and runs batted in (24) in 2011. Junior center 
fielder Brennan Metzger will also be counted on 
as an offensive force. 


Senior right-handed pitcher Shawn Stuart will 
anchor the pitching staff, and has earned the 
No. 1 spot at the position. Buckley said Stuart is 
100 percent healthy this season, and should be 
expected to produce great numbers. “Shawn 
[Stuart] wasn't 100 percent at times last year,” he 
said. “But he still pitched extremely well with what

he had." 

Junior pitcher Eddie Magallon will close out 
games for LBSU again this season after saving 
nine games in 2011 while making a team-high 

23 appearances. Magallon was named to the 
National Collegiate Baseball Writers Association's 
Stopper of the Year Watch List — the award hon- 
ors college baseball's top closer. 


Softball 


The Long Beach State softball team has already 
begun its quest to compete for Big West royalty. 


LBSU received four first-place votes in the Big 
West's preseason coaches poll — which put the 
49ers in a tie with the University of the Pacific atop 
the list. LBSU head coach Kim Sowder said that 
the fight for Big West supremacy will be a close 
one. “Pacific is a very good team and we had a 
very tight series with them last year,” she said. “It 
could be just as close of a race this year.” 


The Beach will be led by sophomore pitcher Erin 
Jones-Wesley. The 2011 first team All-Big West 
selection was also named the conference's fresh- 
man Pitcher of the Year and the Big West Pitcher 
of the Year last season after posting a 23-8 record 
while finishing with a microscopic 1.80 earned 

run average. Jones-Wesley will be joined on the 
mound by senior Taylor Petty. 


LBSU head coach Kim Sowder likes the poten- 

tial of her starting rotation for the 2012 season. 
"She's [Jones-Wesley] a very talented and smart 
pitcher," Sowder said. “We do have a lot of depth 
in the pitching staff to keep Erin and Taylor fresh." 


Look out for junior infielder Nalani St. Germain 
and freshman Leilani Tupua-Tautalatasi to contrib- 
ute heavily to the ‘Niners offensive attack.

This year, aside from utilizing 
the holiday to pinch anyone not sporting the color green, celebrate the day by hitting up some of Long 
Beach’s most-loved Irish pubs. Whether you’re looking to dance to traditional Irish music, sip on pints 
of Guinness, or munch on corned beef and hash, there will be endless opportunities throughout the 


day to honor the world’s favorite patron saint.

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Miarpty’s Irish Pub on Second 


Marking the 30th anniversary of 

its opening this St. Patty’s Day, 
Murphy’s is one of those Irish pubs 
employee Cynthia Longbrake refers 
to as “that ‘Cheers’ kind of place.” 
This family-owned pub, located 
above The Belmont Athletic Club on 
Second Street in Belmont Shore, is 
known for its welcoming atmosphere, 
plethora of beer choices, and its “Hall 
of Hops” green card competition. The 
goal of the competition is to drink 

all 70 beers representing 28 different 
countries around the world. Each 
time you drink a country’s beer, you 
get your passport stamped. After the 
70th beer, drinkers get a customized 
plaque with their name on it and a 
short inscription added to the “Hall 
of Hops” wall, as well as a special 
passport members T-shirt. Although 
the task may seem impossible, one 
customer has braved the beer 43 
times. As Longbrake says, it’s one of 
those pubs where workers “definitely 
get to know thé regulars.” 


This St. Patty’s Day will include 
musical entertainment provided by a 
bagpipe player, sports games screen- 
ing on the nine HDTV’s, Guinness 
girls handing out beads, beef reubens, 
and other traditional Irish foods, as 
well as green beer. T-shirts will be 
on sale that guarantee front of the 
line entrance to the bar, and as well 
as discounts on drafts for the night 
and every Tuesday after the T-shirt 
purchase. The bar opens at 11:30 a.m. 
and closes at midnight everyday, so 
be sure to arrive early and you might 
get to enjoy a piece of the 30th an- 
niversary cake. 


Shannon’s on Pine 

Located in downtown Long Beach, 
this pub has provided a fun hangout 
for all 21+ age group for the past 

six years. With Foosball and pool 
tables, 14 flat screens, 10 beers on 
tap, 13 types of bottled beer, and 
tasty food, this bar is known to attract 
large crowds. Most people go to 
Shannon’s, which also has a location 
on Second Street in Belmont Shore, 
to enjoy the famous ‘shoot the root’ 
concoction. This delicious drink con- 
sists of a shot of root beer Schnapps 
in a glass of beer, and is known to go 
down dangerously smooth. 


On the big day, there will be live 
musical performances accompanied 
by scenes of Irish folk dancing and 
landscapes flashing across the many 
plasma screens. Drink specials 
include dollar shots of Jameson, 
which will go fast as the bar is known 
to sell an average of 24,000 drinks 

of the whiskey per year. Bartenders 
and employees will be dressed in 
traditional Irish attire, and customers 
are encouraged to dress up too. Also 
making an appearance will be what 
manager Baron Mosely refers to as 
“live leprechauns” decked out in full 
makeup and costume completely 
prepared for photo-ops. Usually open 
Monday through Friday from 11:30 to 
2 a.m. and Saturday through Sunday 


from 10 to 2 a.m. The bar will be open 


at 9 a.m. on the special Saturday. 


Gallagher’s Pub and Grill on 
Broadway 

Another Long Beach favorite, Gal- 
lagher’s attracts crowds with its daily 
specials, friendly staff, and mouth- 
watering Irish cuisine. Owned by 
Irish native Ciaran Gallagher, the bar 
has the authentic feeling that guaran- 
tees newcomers to come back. One 
of the customer favorites is Sunday’s 
$6 bottomless mimosa special with 

a purchase of food that runs untill 2 
p.m., perfect for easing the pain of 
Saturday night’s fun while watch- 
ing football with friends. Employee 
Michael Scotty says the pub “has the 
best corned beef cabbage around, and 
we know how to pour a Guinness 

the right way.” According to Scotty, 
it takes seven minutes to pour the 
perfect pint, not to mention some skill 
to draw shamrocks or occasionally his 
phone number on the beer’s delicious 
foamy surface. 


On St. Patty’s day, there will be 
plenty of drink and food specials on 
items such as Irish Car Bombs, ales, 
Sheppard’s pie and beef stew. There 
will be live musical performances 
by Irish bands throughout the day, 
which in the past has included local 
band American Wake. As you sip on 
your perfectly poured Guinness or 
dine on your traditional Irish grub, 
leprechauns will be cruising around 
the bar handing out shots and posing 
for photos. The bar is open Monday 
through Friday from noon to | a.m., 
and Saturday through Sunday from 9 
to 2 a.m. 


If you aren’t able to make it out to the festivities 
of a bustling pub, you can always liven up your 
St. Patty’s Day by creating an Irish concoction 

in the comfort of your own home. Here are some 

simple recipes sure to make good 
ol’ Saint Patrick proud: 


Irish Float 
1 glass Coca-Cola 
1 (or 2) shot of Bailey’s Irish cream 


Pour Bailey’s on top of Coca-cola to create float effect. 
Add whip cream if desired, insert green straw, and voila! 


Green Monster 
% shot green créme de menthe 
% shot Irish whiskey 


Stir ingredients with ice. Add green food coloring for 
desired amount of green color. Strain into cocktail 
glass and serve. 


Irish Redhead 
1%-2 shots Jameson 
1 glass Mountain Dew Red 


Stir ingredients together in a glass with ice, and serve. 


Thiteh Witk Punidh. 
2 shots Bailey’s Irish cream 
1 shot Irish whiskey 
1 6 oz. glass of hot milk 


Heat glass of milk in mug. Pour Bailey’s and whiskey 
over milk. Sprinkle with grated chocolate, and serve.

at Da Poetry Lounge in Los Angeles. Da Poetry 
Lounge is a place of expression and art with real 
people telling their story in the few minutes they 
are given on stage. 


Originally named Dante’s Poetry Lounge, it began 
in 1998 when the original four hosts -- Dante 
Basco, Shihan, Poetri, and Brutha Gimel — came 
together with the goal of dedicating one night 

to poetry. Basca, actor and poet, used to invite 

his buddies over to his house every Tuesday 

for weekly readings. Soon enough, the readings 
transpired into Hollywood's best-kept secret, Da 
Poetry Lounge. 


In a span of three years, the lounge jumped from 
venue to venue until finding its current home at 
the Greenway Court Theatre next to Fairfax High 
School. Fourteen years later, the dream is still alive 
on Fairfax Avenue with its new name: Da Poetry 
Lounge. 


DPL showcases some of the most talented poets, 
including featured performers from HBO’s former 
series, “Def Poetry Jam.” Everyone from Dante 
Basco himself, to New York’s Bonafide Rojas and 
University of Southern California’s very own 
Javon Johnson are just a few of the faces you can 
spot on stage. 


A unique aspect of the lounge is the option to sit 
on stage for a more engaging time. 

Co-host Natalie Patterson describes sitting on 
stage as a personal and intimate experience 
between poet and audience. “It’s something mi- 
raculous and incredible, the energy is bigger than 
any other bull shit in your life,” she said. 


Arriving at the theatre, the first thing you notice 
is the outside stairs and sidewalk wrapped by the 
long line of people waiting to go inside. You enter 
the dark theatre to find a small stage with a lim- 
ited seating area and a lit-up stage. Natalie takes 
names of those performing while the rest of the 
crowd sits on the stage cross-legged like excited 
kindergarteners. 


Not only does this place showcase recognized tal- 
ents, but there are weekly regulars who visit or go 
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onstage simply because they love the atmosphere 
and the people. Anyone is welcome to sign up at 
the beginning of a show to participate in three 
minutes of freedom on stage. If you are a closet 
poet just waiting to pour your heart out, this is the 
perfect place for you. 


“It is about creating inspiration 
to want to be heard and creating a 
space to be heard,” said Patterson 


College students, high school students, young 
parents, and even professors fill the theatre each 
week. There are some poets who make it out every 
single week despite economic hardships, and 
others who are there so often that people already 
know them by their first name. Even though 
people who visit the lounge are from all different 
walks of life, they all come for the love and respect 
of the spoken word. “Love it or hate it, you have 

to respect it,” said published and renowned poet 
Bonafide Rojas, who recently recited poems from 
his book “When the City Sleeps.” 


Atypical night at DPL is split into two parts, 
both of which have distinct energies. While the 
first part, hosted by Shihan, houses many curious 
minds looking to experience poetry for the first 
time, the second half, hosted by Natalia, is for 
those who stay for the passion and love of the art. 
The ultimate goal is all the same: to allow people 
to tell their story. 


Only twice has a flier been distributed to tell of 
the stunning history the lounge, but the strength 
of word-of-mouth is clear. DPL’s future is in the 
hands of the people, said Patterson. “It is whatever 
the people who come make it,” she said. “It is 
about creating inspiration to want to be heard and 
creating a space to be heard.”
